Agriculture"  will  -oredict  that,  vjhatever  the  outcome,  the  post-war  -morld 
will  00  different  from  the  old  and  that  freedom  of  trade  in  the  old  sense 
will  not  return  in  our  tine.  This  war  and  our  defense  urogram  are  intensifying 
with  only  minor  emceutions,  the  already  existing  uattcrn  of  change  — our 
exuort  markets  further  lirdted,  emphasis  shifted  toward  isroduction  for  the 
domestic  market,  technological  change  further  Siccelerated , farm  population 
further  diminished,  and  government  Siction  and  public  programs  playing  a 
larger  role. 

LOUIS  H.  BEAIT.SAE  COUHSELOP,  in  discussing  "The  Pelationshiu  of  Industry  to 
Agriculture  with  Suecial  Reference  to  the  Defense  Program"  will  say  that 
industrial  unogress  as  a result  of  the  defense  urogram  has  less  promise  for 
agriculture  than  one  might  expect.  He  discusses  relation  of  national  income 
to  farm  income,  rural  un^amulojment,  and  maldistribution  of  income.  He  will 
say  that  "the  nevr  frontier  of  America  lies  in  the  uossible  purchasing  powder 
of  the  lower  one- third,"  pointing  to  possible  means  of  increasing  purchasing 
power  in  this  quarter,  and  giving  reasons  why  such  a thing  w'on*t  come  to  pass 
automatically.

Kans.  , to  assist  in  inproving  a cold  setting  glue  to  he  used  in  nanufacture 
of  training  nlanes.  The  Beach  Co.  has  a large  order  for  Ar^'y  training 
planes  in  uhich  nood  is  the  -orincinal  stnactural  naterial.  The  Amy  v/ants 
to  develop  the  Best  possible  factory  gluing  technique.  Bfouse  -will  he 
stationed  at  ?S.chita  for  several  nonths.  Glue  research  also  will  he  continued 
at  the  Forest  Products  Lahoratory. 

ARI-iY  GARRISON  ILITIOES  BOOST  POULTRY  ARE  EC-G  CGHSlP-iPTIOF;  Col.  Paul  E.  Howe, 
fornerly  of  BAI , told  depa.rtnental  poultry  connittee  that  transfer  from 
civilian  to  Arv.y  life  steos  up  poultig^  and  egg  consunntion  33  oercent. 

He  pointed  out  that  garrison  ration  is  "on  the  basis  of  an  average  of  one 
egg  and  two  ounces  of  chicken  per  daj^." 

Su'E'A.RY  OF  FOREIGN  EEYELOPMENTS:  UFITEE  EI1TGIX)M;  Considerable  exoansion 
in  winter  vlieat  aicreage  is  indicated  by  Ministry  of  Agriculture.  Planting 
conditions  were  gcnerallj^  favorable.  The  Ministig'  announced  that  fixed 
prices  for  domestic  f am  products  would  be  riaintained  for  duration  of  v^ar 
and  for  one  yc3.r  thereafter.  Prices,  however,  v;ill  be  adjusted  to  production 
cost  changes.  Fam  labor  will  be  orotected.  Effective  Eecenber  1,  the 
Ministrj-  announced  a one-penny  (about  2 cents)  increase  per  quart  on  nilk 
price.  Use  of  liquid  nilk  in  ice  crear.i  nanufacture  is  prohibited.  Milk 
production  now  is  l4  percent  below  that  of  a year  ago,  and  liquid  nilk 
censunption  is  18  percent  above.  British  Uool  Control  says  prosoects  for 
increased  Indian  wool  allotnents  for  use  cf  U.  S.  caroct  nakers  is  poor. 
Present  rate  of  shipnent  fron  India  to  U"'.ited  Kingdon  will  scon  exhaust  all 
stocks.  irdnistry  has  suspended  issuance  of  licenses  for  all  baiana 

imports  to  save  shipping  space.  Stocks  probably  will  be  exhausted  by 
Christmas.  British  bai:pna  growers  will  be  compensated  for  fruit  destroyed 
in  Colonial  possessions  to  the  extent  cf  one  million  pounds  sterling. 

GERvIANY ; Rations  for  period  Eec.  I6  to  Jan.  12  remain  unchanged  for 
bread,  flour,  neat,  lard,  margarine,  cheese  curds,  whole  milk,  artificial 
honey  and  cocoa.  Total  fat  ratio.i  also  unchanged,  although  there  will  be 
a decrease  of  62.5  graos  per  cpiba  per  7/eck  in  fresh  butter  ration,  offset 
by  raising  molted  butter  ration  fron  50  to  100  gr-ans  per  cg,iita  per  week. 
Eifference  in  weight  a,ttributed  to  higher  fat  content  of  melted  butter, 
considerable  agiantities  of  which  v'ere  stored  last  summer. 
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AIIGEL'^TINA;  The  Grain  Board  was  authorized  to  -Durchase  wheat  and  flaxseed  at 
6.75  uesos  and  9.25  pesos  oer  quintal  (5^.70  and  69.96  cents  per  hushel) 
respectively,  delivered  at  Buenos  Aires,  Beginning  Lee.  1.  Grain  Board 
also  au tho ri z ed  to  obtain  a promise  from  growers  that  their  wheat  and 
flaxseed  acreages  will  not  ho  increased  next  season  and  that,  if  requested, 

they  will  comply  with  an  acroago  reduction  of  not  to  exceed  10  percent . 

JAP.-d'' ; Kev/-  stractures  are  Being  cstaBlish.ed  in  financial,  cotton,  textile, 
rav/  silk  and  shipping  fields,  all  subject  to  strict  governmental  control, 
envisaging  more  limited  oarticipati on  in  foreign  trade.  ITo  iiirorovement  is 
e:>ipected  in  Japanese  -Durchasos  from  abroad  except  for  commodities  essential 
for  defense.  LesT^ite  official  announecraent  of  increase  in  wheat  crou, 
supply  situation  in  Tokyo  docs  not  appear  plentiful.  Government  probably 
will  not  permit  v^hcat  imports  due  to  scarcity  of  foreign  exchange. 

GREEGS;  A Greek  steamer  recently  passed  Istanbul  carrying  4,250  tens  of 
Russian  wheat  enroute  to  Piraeus.  This  is  first  shipment  of  Russian 
'"'heat  to  Greece  since  August  last  year. 

I TALY;  Respite  the  drive  for  economic  self-sufficiency,  Italy  may  have  to 
go  ’.--itheut  many  vital  foodstuffs  and  agricultural  raw  materials  if  the 
British  blockade  holds  throijghout  winter.  Rationing  of  many  foodstuffs 
was  started  even  before  Italy  entered  v^ar.  Since  last  June  there  have  been 
further  restrictions.  Coffee  sales  arc  prohibited,  psstry  and  ice  cream 
can  be  sold  only  three  d.avs  a wcc.k,  neats  only  two  days  a week.  Fats  and 
oils  are  rationed,  a.nd  smaller  allov'anccs  of  spaghetti  and  rice  arc  in 
store  after  Le-c.  1.  Formally  SU  percent  of  Italy^s  imports  arrive  by 
sea.  About  80  percent  must  pass  by  Gibraltar. 
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
